NOTIFICATION • 

Calcutta- 1, the 2nd December 1952 

No. 17/2/1058. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (2) of Section 28 of the Indian Tea Control 
Act, 1938 (VIII of 1938), read with the Government of 
India in the late Ministry of Commerce Notification 
No. 201(5)-Tr.(IER)/48, dated the 15th May 1948, the 
Indian Tea Licensing Committee hereby makes the 
following further amendments to the Indian Tea 
Licensing Committee (Tea New Planting) Rules, 1951, 
namely : — 

For rule 6 of the Indian Tea Licensing Committee (Tea 
New Planting) Rules, 1951, the following rule shall be 
substituted, namely 

“6. No permit granted by the Committee shall be 
transferable : 

Provided that a permit granted to a tea estate whose 
acreage exceeds 300 acres may, with the 
previous permission of the Committee, be trans- 
ferred to another tea estate if both the estates 
are held under the same ownership and situated 
in the same State.”
